WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Investigations Subcom- 
mittee has indefinitely recessed 
its on-again, off-again probe in- 
to the TFX warplane contract 
award. 


The halt was called Wednes- 


day after a third day's quizzing 
of Deputy Secretary of Defense 
Roswell L. Gilpatric, a former 
legal adviser to the General Dy- 
namics Corp., winner of the 
controversial contract award. 


Gilpatric sharply denied that 


he was biased in the company's 
favor and rejected charges by 
Chairman John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark.. and Sen. Karl E. Mundt, 
R-S.D., that he had been less 
than candid in some testimony. 


Still, McClellan, Mundt and 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., protested he should have 
disqualified himself from any 
part in the award and Mundt in- 
vited President Kennedy to state 
whether Gilpatric's role was 
proper. 


The subcommittee is exploring 


whether conflicts of interest by 
any Pentagon official or undue 
influence were involved in the 
award. The hearings opened 
Feb. 26 and have been interrupt- 
ed several times. 


Gilpatric and other Pentagon 


civilian chiefs overruled 
the 


judgment of military men that 
the contract to develop the TFX 
—tactical fighter, experimental 
—should go to the Boeing Co. of 
Seattle. . 


Mundt told a reporter the 


testimony has shown a "close 
and continuing association be 
ween Gilpatric and General Dy- 
amics, even while he was al 
he Pentagon."

U.S. Assured 
Cambodia Not 
Communist

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cam- 


bodia hasn't 
turned its back 


on the West in asking a termi- 
nation of American 
military 


and economic aid, Ambassador 
Mong Kimny said today. 


The veteran diplomat said he 


assured the State Department 
that Cambodia's chief of state, 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, has 
no intention of rushing into the 
arms of the Communists. 


"All we want is to be left 


alone," Kimny said in an inter- 
view. "Let our friends judge us 
by the success or failure of our 
policies. 


"They see a war in South 


Viet Nam and they see civil 
strife in Laos while in Cambo- 
dia they see we have peace." 


Kimny has 
represented his 


country here for 11 years and 
played leading roles in the 1954 
Geneva conference on 
Indo- 


china and the 1961-62 Geneva 
conference 
which established 


the neutrality of Laos. 


Sihanouk has no plan to ask 


for military aid from Commu- 
nist China, Kimny said, bul 
Peking may be asked to send 
"A few technical experts — not 
military." 


"In pur agreement on mili- 


tary aid with the United States 
there is a provision that Cam- 
bodia must not receive aid from 
any of the Socialist countries,' 
the ambassador said. "In poini 
of fact, this meant we were noi 
neutral." 


For this reason he said he 


has decided he would not ask 
for Peking's military assistance 
because such an appeal "means 
that Cambodia would then be 
come a satellite of the Soviet 
bloc." 


The United States, in a swift 


reply to Sihanouk's request for 
termination of U.S. aid, agreec 
to undertake talks at once on 
an orderly "withdrawal of U.S 
economic and military aid mis- 
sions. 


Kimny said the talks will de- 


termine details of the withdraw- 
al which must be completed 
within six months for the mili- 
tary program.

Hear P&S 
Investigator 


The objetive of the Packers & 


Stockyards 
Division of t h e 


USDA is to protect the farmer 
and livestock producer against 
unfair trade practices, said M. 
L. Marshall, area supervisor for 
the regional P&S office in Mem- 
phis, Tenn. He spoke Monday 
night at Bodcaw before the 
Southwestern Arkansas Poultry 
Producers Association. 


The P&S was created by Con- 


gress in 1921 to correct abuses 
practiced by the "Big Five" 
meat packers, who at that time 
controlled all phases of livestock 
marketing. A similar situation 
is said to exist 
today in the 


broiler industry, said Mr. Mar- 
shall, who was sent into Arkan- 
sas last year to investigate the 
integrated poultry industry after 
thousands of complaints were 
received by the Department of 
Agriculture and by Senators and 
Congressmen in Washington. 


After the showdown legal bat- 


tle last spring and summer, Mr. 
Marshall said practically all of 
the integrated broiler firms in 
Arkansas have agreed to coop- 
erate 
with the 
P&S upon a. 


voluntary basis by permitting 
investigators to examine their 
books. 


The commercial egg integra-

WASHINGTON CAP) ~ The ; 


Senate Finance Committee ap- 
proved a temporary $315-blllion 
federal debt ceiling today. It de- 
feated 9-8 a Republican move to 
hold the limit at $313.4 billion. 


Sen. John J. Williams, R-Dcl., 


offered the amendment for the 
lower figure. 


Williams contended that $1.0 


billion of the Increase in the 
ceiling asked by President Ken- 
nedy could be attributed to loss 
of revenue due to the $ll-billion 
tax-cut bill now before the Fi- ' 
nance Committee. 


The new $:»5-billion ceiling, 


already approved by the House, 
would be $6 billion higher than 
the present $309-billion tempo- 
rary limit. 


The Senate must complete 


congressional action on the bill 
promptly because the $309-bil- 
lion figure expires Nov. 30. On 
that date the ceiling would drop 
back to the $285-blllion perma- 
nent limit. 


The national debt now stands 


at about $308 billion. The bill 
would establish the $3l5-billion 
limit through next June 29.

Surprise or not, the effect can

step in their campaign to move 
in on Southeast Asia when 
a neutralist formula for Laos 
was adopted at Geneva. Laos 
borders Cambodia on the north 
and separates it from China. 
The Communists wanted the 
same formula for the other for- 
mer French Indo-China states, 
including South Viet Nam. 


The idea appeared to be nau- 


traliation first, then expulsion 
of Western influence. Finally 


the Communists would dom- 
nate, and not necessarily by 
outright conquest. 


Any unraveling of Red de- 


signs in Asia is complicated by 
the ideological war between 
Moscow and Peking. Moscow 
helped evolve the neutralist for- 
mula for Laos, but Southeast 
Asia is out of Moscow's reach. 
If it is to be dominated by a 
Communist power, it will be by 
Red China.
